And Elope With Girl Fails 


‘Suicide of Auto Dealer After He Only Injures Victim 
Leads to Discovery of Plan—$250,000 Policy on 


‘Life Was to Care for Wife. 


Maplewood, N. J., Oct. 7 (A.P.).—Po- 
| lice Chief James R. Helf, quoting from 
'a confession he said had been obtained 
'from Annie H. Thiem, of Kearny, to- 
night revealed a plot in which Raymond 
Bloch, a local automobile dealer, who 
committed suicide in New York Wed- 
nesday, had planned to kill his double, 
place the body in an automobile, drive 
it into a lake and elope with Miss 
Thiem. 

The plot fell through, Helf believed, 
because of Bloch’s failure to kill 
Michael Phoropulos, the alleged double, 
who now is in a hospital recovering 
from injuries received at  Bloch’s 
hands. 

Bloch had provided for his wife, 
young child and an expected baby by 
taking out a $250,000 insurance policy 
on his life, Helf said. 

Considering the mystery cleared, the 
police released Miss Thiem. She is 19 
years old and said she met Bloch dur- 
ing a flirtation three months ago. 

In her statement, Miss Thiem said 
the elopement was to take them to Cali- 
fornia and that they were to start Wed- 
nesday morning. She knew nothing of 
Bloch’s intentions to slay Phoropulos. 
They were to travel as “Mr. and Mrs. 
Ray Gerber.” 

Her story was corroborated -by pre- 
liminary investigations after Bloch’s 
suicide in a New York hotel, where he 
had registered as “Ray Gerber.” 

He had made an appointment for 
Tuesday evening with Phoropulos, a 


former waiter at the Newark Automo- 


bile Club. They met at the club, 
where Bloch arrived in an automobile 
purchased the same day, and drove to 
the latter’s salesroom in Maplewood. 
In the darkened salesroom, Bloch fell 
upon the waiter with a hammer and

U.S. HAS NO FAVORITE 
AT NICARAGUAN POLLS 


White House Announces Sup- 
port Will Not Be Given 
Any Candidate. 


(Associated Press.) 

The definite statement that the 
Washington Government would not 
Support the cnadidacy of any aspirant 
for the Nicaraguan presidency at the 
election next year which is to be su- 
pervised by the United States, was made 
yesterday at the White House. 

Brig. Gen. Frank R. McCoy, desig- 
nated to make a preliminary survey of 
conditions in Nicaragua and to recom- 
mend plans for American supervision of 
the presidential election, now is in 
Washington to confer with officials. 
There has been no conclusion as_ yet, 
however, as to the machinery to be set 
up in Nicaragua during the period of 
registration and voting in order to in- 
sure that the result of the election is 
the free expression of the will of the 
voters. 

The assurance given at the White 
House that the United States was not 
seeking the election of any particular 
candidate is quite distinct from the 
question of the possible entry of Emi- 
liano Chamorro into the presidential 
race. Whether supervision to be ex- 
ercised by the United States over the 
election will go into the constitutional 
eligibility of candidates is not clear, 
but in any event the State Department 
has made it known that Chamorro 
would never be recognized as president 
by the United States if he were elected, 
because of constitutional ineligibility.

LULL IN THE FIGHTING | 
AIDS PEKING DEFENSE | 


Nationalist Flag, However, Is | 
Closer to Capital Than 
Ever Before. 


Tientsin, China, Oct. 7 (A.P.).—Serv- 
ing as guards of the foreign conces- 
sions here, the largest concentration 
of foreign troops in North China-—10,- 
000 men—since boxer days are watch- 
ing the latest developments in China’s 
civil war keenly and completing plans 


for the defense of the concessions if 
needed. 

The city is orderly and foreigners 
are following their usual activities, but 
foreign uniforms are everywhere in evi- 
dence. There are approximately 1,000 
American residents here at present. 

If the necessity of defending the con- 
eessions against a defeated, leaderless 
soldiery should arise as a result of 
the Shansi threat on Peking, the ma- 
jor burden will fall on American troops, 
who number more than one-third of 
the international force here. ‘The 
make-up of the Tientsin foreign forces 
is: 


American marines, 3,000; American 
Army infantry, 800; British, 1,600; 
French, 2,500; Japanese, 1,500, and Ital- 
ians, 350. 


Defense of Peking Aided. 


Peking, Oct. 7 (A.P.).—The continu- 
ed lull to the north of Peking is giving 
the Manchurians opportunity to 
straighten out’ their  .disorganized 
troops and to bring up artillery units 
to complete their defenses on the 
northern and southern fronts against 
the invading Shansi forces, 


To the northwest, the Manchurians 
still are holding the Hawailai line 
guarding the Nankow pass and appar- 
ently there has been no fighting in 
several days. The exact position of 
the southern front is doubtful, al- 
though last reports place the fighting 
in the region of Paotingfu. 

Although prophecies concerning the 
fate of Peking and Tientsin are futile, 
and despite . the contention of the 
northerners that there is no danger, it 
is certain that Marshal Chang Tso-Lin, 
the northern dictator, is facing the 
strongest combination of enemies since 


he assumed the rule of Peking. The 
Nationalist flag, which the Shansi 
forces are raising in the conquered 
cities is at present closer to Peking 
than ever before. 


Japan’s Course Protested. 


Shanghai, Oct. 7 (A.P.).—Wu Chao 
Chu, foreign minister of the Nanking 
government, today sent a dispatch to 
Kenkichi Yoshizawa, Japanese Minister 
to China at Peking, declaring that 
“disquieting reports” indicate that the 
Japanese government is contemplating 
@ new policy of economic and political 
imperialism toward China, especially in 
Manchuria and Mongolia.

DAUGHTER VISITS JAIL;

Request for Speed Will Be 
Granted, Prosecutor

Cincinnati, Oct. 7 (A.P.).— George 
Remus, once millionaire bootlegger, who 
shot his wife, Imogene, fatally an hour 
before their divorce hearing yesterday 
morning, pleaded “not guilty” when 
arraigned for preliminary hearing to- 
day. 

Remus was held to the grand jury 
without bond. 

Remus waived examination before 
Judge William D, Alexander in Munic- 
ipal Court on the charge of first-degree 
murder. 

The hearing occupied only a few 
minutes, and Remus.was returned to 
his cell, . 

He requested that the case be taken 
before the grand jury as soon as pos- 
sible so that an indictment could be 
returned and the case entered for trial 
in Common Pleas Court. 


Has Restless Night in Jail. 
Remus spent a restless night in Jail, 


“T feel as good as’ can be expected 
under the extremely trying circum- 
stances,” Remus answered to an in- 
quiry. 

The revolver with which Mrs. Remus 
was killed was her own; Remus said 
today. 

“Mrs. Remus forgot to take the little 
pearl-handled revolver when she re- 
moved everything from our home ex- 
cept a cot, table and chair,” Remus 
said. 

“I found the revolver in the garage 
at home. It had belonged to Mrs. 
Remus,” he said. 

Romola Remus, his daughter by a 
former marriage, wept as she talked 
with her father through the cell bars 

“The only thing I regret,” Remus 
said, after his daugkter left, “is the 
notoriety.” 


His Relatives on Way. 


Funeral arrangements for . Mrs. 
Remus have not been completed. 
Miss Remus did not attend her 
father’s hearing. She was caught in 
a traffic jam and unable to reach 
court in time. She said her grand- 
mother, Mrs. Julia Brown, and her 
aunt, Mrs. Grace Campbell, were en 
route here from Hilea, Fla., and that 
her mother’s brother, Harry Brown, 
was coming from Ford, Ontario. 
Outwardly calm, and scoffing at the 
idea that he might plead. insanity, 
Remus walked into the courtroom 
smiling. d 
The courtroom was crowded. As he 
was escorted up the stairway to the 
court, he shook hands and =§talked 
jovially with friends and reporters.

Premier, Addressing -Legion 
in House of Lords, Speaks 
on Naval Parley. 


ABLE TO DISAGREE, HE 
SAYS, AS GENTLEMEN 


Commander Savage Drinks 
Toast to Courage of 
British Troops. 


London, Oct. 7 (A.P.).—Premier Bald- 
win, speaking tonight at the banquet 
given by the British government to the 
American Legion, sounded a note which 
he said was intended for the American 
people. 

“Just a word about the conference at 
Geneva for the limitation of naval arm- 
aments,” he said. “I record here, be- 
fore you all, my conviction; our peoples 
are friendly enough and great enough 
to thrash the subject out and if they 
can not agree, to differ like friends and 
gentlemen.” 

In speaking before the 400 diners in 
the House of Lords Hall known as the 
Royal Galleries, the premier recalled 
the days of the war when the first 
American troops marched through the 
streets, and with feeling referred to the 
thrill he and all other Britishers got 
from the sight. 

“You lifted from our shoulders an 
almost intolerable burden,” he said, 
adding that when the Americans came, 
fresh and brave and young, it was no 
moment for cheering but “there was a 
profound feeling of thankfulness 
among us all.” 

On the right of Premier Bald-in sat 
Ambassador Houghton, to his left sat 
Howard P. Savage, retiring commander 
of the legion. Looking at Houghton, 
Baldwin continued: “It is a far harder 
thing to make peace than to make war. 
Abraham Lincoln would have agreed 
with that. He would have made peace, 
but that truth would remain.” 


Recalls Days of 1917. 


Glancing at Savage and the other 
legionnaires nearby, the premier again 
recalled the first American troops to 
march in London in 1917. “Thanks to 
that magnificent demonstrajion of 
unity in the American Nation, we real- 


ized that the war would come to an end 
in a far shorter time than we had 
hoped originally,” he said. 

The premier said that war between 
the two peoples was absolutely unthink- 
able. “It is unthinkable,” he declared, 
“not only on the grounds of sentiment 
—which sometimes might be pushed a 
little too far—but unthinkable because 
all of us know perfectly well that war 
between two such forces as the British 
and the United States would destroy 
once and for all the whole of civiliza- 
msn worth preserving that exists to- 

ay.” 

Other guests included Field Marshal 
Earl Haig, W. C. Bridgemen, first lord 
of admiralty; Sir L. Worthington Evans, 
secretary for war; Sir Samuel Hoare, 
secretary for air; Earl Beatty, Lord 
Reading, Lord and Lady Astor, Viscount 
Burnham, Gen. the Earl of Cavan and 
Sir Auckland Geddes, former British 
Ambassador to the United States. 

Commander Savage paid high trib- 
ute to the courage of British troops at 
the front and to the splendid spirit of 
British sailors in keeping the seas open 
during the war. For these services, he 
said, Americans were grateful. 

Savage thanked Premier Baldwin for 
the cordial welcome to the ‘legion- 
naires, who, he said, were thrilled to a 
man by being entertained in the build- 
ing in which for generations British 
destiny had been molded. 

“In the name of the American Legion 
I desire to pay homage to the patriot- 
ism and integrity of the British nation, 
which has tasted the bitter dregs of 
war as the terribie price of pledging 
British honor,” Savage said. 

He concluded his address to a hushed 
house, in which even waiters ceased to 
move about, with these words: 

“I raise my glass to you and say that 
but for your fidelity of purpose, your 
tenacity in the dark days of 1914-1916, 
we Americans might never have had 
the honor of playing a part in the bat- 
tle to destroy autocratic conquest ma- 
chines and the good fight for the pres- 
ervation of the principles of democ- 
racy.”

OF WEST POINT ACADEMY 


Brigadier General to Be Su- 
perintendent Until Smith 
Returns From Hawaii. 


IS NOW AT ‘TEXAS POST 


Designation of Brig. Gen. Edwin 8. 
Winans as superintendent of the United 
States Military Academy at West Point, 
N. Y., succeeding Maj. Gen. Merch B. 
Stewart, who retired because of physical 
disability Monday, was announced yes- 
terday at the War Department, Presi- 
dent Coolidge having. approved the 


recommendation of Secretary of War 
Davis. Brig. Gen. Winans will serve as 
superintendent until the return from 
foreign service in February, 1928, of 
Maj. Gen. William R. Smith, now com- 
manding the Hawaiian department, 
who then will become superintendent. 

Gen. Winans is at present in com- 
mand of the First Cavalry Division, 
Fort Bliss, Tex. He is the son of a for- 
mer governor of Michigan and was born 
at Hamburg, Mich., in 1869, graduating 
from West Point in 1891, and being as- 
signed to the Cavalry. 

He served in the Santiago de Cuba 
campaign, the Philippine insurrection, 
the China relief expedition, and the 
Mexican punitive expedition. In the 
World War he commanded the Sixty- 
fourth Infantry Brigade in the Aisne- 
Marne, Oise-Aisne and Meuse-Argonne 
offensives, and was promoted to a per- 
manent brigadier general in 1925. He 
has received the French Croix de Guerre 
and Legion of Honor and the Distin- 
guished Service Medal. 

Maj. Gen. Smith was born in 1868 at 
Nashville, Tenn., and was graduated 
from West Point in 1892, serving 
through the successive grades in the 
Coast Artillery. He commanded the 
Thirty-sixth Division in France during 
the World War, and wears the French 
Legion of Honor and Distinguished 
Service -Medal.

TO PRISON FOR BIGRMY 


Jordan Calm as Court Imposes 
2 to 3 Year Term; Jury 
Out 18 Minutes. 


JUDGE GRANTS AN APPEAL 


Charlotte, N. C., Oct. 7 (A.P.).—The 
Rev. Willis T. Jordan, Columbus, Ca., 
minister, was sentenced to serve not 
less than two nor more than three 
years in the State prison by Judge J. 
L. Webb in Mecklénburg Superior 
Court here today. 


Jordan was convicted of bigamy by a 
jury which took the case at 12:30 o’clock 
this afternoon and deliberated only 18 
minutes. He was found guilty of hav- 
ing contracted a bigamous marriage here 
on 19 last, with Mrs. Emma Langridge- 
Jordan, of Washington, D. C., while he 
had a live and undivorced wife in Wind- 
ing Gulf, W. Va. 

Just before he sentenced Jordan 
Judge Webb overruled a motion for a 
new trial and permitted the defense to 
note exceptions. An appeal was grant- 
ed to the State Supreme Court. 

Jordan, who has declined to com- 
ment after the verdict of the jury was 
read, continued his silence when sen- 
tenced. He took the sentence calmly. 
His appearance bail on the appeal was 
fixed at $1,000. 

This morning attorney Tom P. Jimi- 

son, for the defense, pleaded with the 
jury to release the aged minister be- 
cause, he asserted, “his mind is dis- 
ordered and he was drawn into this 
marriage by this whirlwind and mar- 
velous courtship.” 

“This courtship was about the fast- 
est thing I have ever heard of” the 
attorney told the jury. 

“I know that old man Jordan is 
cragy,” he said in his argument refer- 
ring to“the testimony of Dr. J. E. S. 
Davidson, alienist, who yesterday tes- 
tified that the minister was suffering 
from a progressive mental disorder.

PRESIDENT'S STAND! 


Makes Clear Belief Latter 
Should Not Be Made ai 
Expense of Former. 


FLOOD CONTROL REPORT 
LIKELY TO GET SUPPORT 

Coolidge Does Not, However, 
Sanction Government Em- 
barking in Inland Shipping. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON. 

President Coolidge does not intend to 
favor debt reduction to the exclusion of 
@ reasonable tax slice, he madc known 
definitely yesterday. In recently citing 
debt reduction as the outstanding ac- 
complishment of his administration the 
President seemed so enthusiastic that 
some observers though he might be 
leaning toward it instead of a further 
reduction of the tax burden. 

But he made known yesterday that 
his remarks were primarily aimed at 
extravagance. So long as he is permit- 
ted to effect economy in Government he 
will be able both to make a reasonable 
reduction in taxes and at the same 
time to make further progress in the 
retirement of the national debt. 

Whether he hopes to accomplish this 
double purpose on the basis of this 
year’s surplus, however, he did not 
make known. But a reasonable tax re- 
duction will have his preference, it was 
indicated. 

To the end of maintaining economy 
in Government the President let it be 
known that he is giving careful 
scrutiny to all efforts to embark the 
Government upon any new enterprises 
that are not absolutely necessary. There 
are, of course, such matters as flood 
control that of necessity must be dealt 
with. 

Stand on Flood Control. 


And in this connection the indica- 
tions are that the President is prepared 
to subscribe to the report of the Mis- 
sissippi River Flood Commission which 
it. is generally believed will recommend 
that the Federal Government assume 
the entire flood-control burden. The 
President holds the belief that it is a 
national matter and not one peculiar 
to the affected section. 

On the other hand, he is not pre- 
pared to commit the Government to a 
policy of entering the inland waterway 
shipping business. This attitude was 
made known in connection with the 
visit to the White House of a delega- 
tion of the Mississippi Inland Water- 
ways Association. 

Although the delegation confined Its 
visit simply to paying its respects to 
the President he took occasion to ex- 
press his desire that the Government 
encourage and lend all means of co- 
operation to development of inland 
waterways shipping. But he does not 
want the Government’s activity to ex- 
tend to the point of placing it in the 
shipping business. 

The Waterways Association is urging 
an appropriation of $50,000,000 for the 
establishment of shipping lines on the 
Mississippi. The President is irrevoc- 


‘ably opposed to this. 


Actuated by Principle. 


It is net the appropriation, in this 
instance, that concerns him so much, 
however, but the principle of the Gov- 
ernment entering into private  busi- 
ness. The barge lines which the Gov- 
ernment at present maintains on 
the Mississippi are for experi- 
mental purposes, the President ex- 
plained. They are intended to 
demonstrate the feasibility of 
such commerce but the President 
wants them to be disposed of to private 
interests just as soon as possible. The 
President is still determined to make 
further reductions in the national 
debt. The point which he emphasized 
yesterday was that he does not plan 
to do it at the expense of tax reduc- 
tion. The two should go along with 
each other, in the President's opinion, 
although those who have _ studied 
Treasury figures together with flood 
control and other necessary expeditures 
next year, do not sce how they will do 
go either this year or the next. 

The most.optimistic tax reduction 
estimate recently made was $300,000,000 
with corporation imposts benefiting 
by half of it. On the other hand, it is 
estimated that the government will 
pay about $750,000,000 interest on the 
national debt this year. As the Presi- 
dent has pointed out, this is more 
than the highest estimate that has 
been made tor the entire cost of flood 
control. Last year the debt interest 
totalled $787,000,000. The debt now 
stands at $18,500,000,000. 

It is known that despite the Presi- 
dent’s attitude an effort is to be made 
by the so-called Progressives at the 
coming session of Congress to have all 
of the Treasury surplus applied to a 
reduction of the debt.

Serrano Killing Described. 


Senor J. M. Alvarez del Castillo, for- 
mer president of the Mexican Chamber 
of Deputies and now residing here, re- 
ceived a report direct from Mexico City 
yesterday which conflicts with the 
statements. given out by the Calles 
regime relative to the execution of Gen.

Kremer, National Committee- 
man, Wants Abolition Urged 
on Convention. 


LIBERALISM IS HIS ISSUE

Butte, Mont., Oct. 7—Montana Dem- 
ocrats have a national committeeman 
who is thinking ahead and planning 
for party victory in 1928. This is J. 
Bruce Kremer, of Butte, a member of 
the national committee since 1908, and 
who, as vice chairman, called the San 
Francisco convention to order. 

One of the first things Mr. Kremer 
wants the national committee to do is 
to adopt a resolution recommending 
to the Democratic convention the aboli- 
tion of the two-thirds rule for nomina- 
tion. 

While this action, in the opinion of 
many, would be equivalent to handing 
the nomination to Gov. Al Smith, Mr. 
Kremer, who was McAdoo’s floor leader 
at Madison Square Garden, is careful to 
state that he does not think this the 
time for commitment to any candidate. 
“The Democratic national committee 
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is in a particulaity- fine ‘position to 
recommend the abolition of the two- 
thirds rule without being accused of 
doing it in the interests of any candi- 
date,” he said. “Shortly after the 1924 
convention many members of this com- 
mittee expressed their opinion on this. 
I feel sure that if some such action is 
taken the convention will adopt a ma- 
jority rule. The start should be made 
from an Official source*before the ‘con- 
vention meets.” 

As to issues, Mr, Kremer would make 
“progressivism and liberalism” the 
party slogan. He was with McAdoo, not 
because of his chief’s dryness, but be- 
cause McAdoo represented renascent 
Wilsonism. He disagrees today with the 
dictum of McAdoo that the Democratic 
camdidate must first of all be dry. 
This issue, he thinks, is not a party 
concern. In this view he is like Hitch- 
cock, of Nebraska, and Ritchie, of 
Maryland. It is a view that is spread- 
ing among Western Democrats. Mr. 
Kremer finds at least eight available 
candidates in the party. As to Al Smith, 
he says: “I personally can assert that 
there is no fairer fighter, no more hon- 
est thinker, more broad-visioned Amer- 
ican, no firmer believer in the doctrine 
of religious liberty and indeed in Jef- 
fersonian principles and ideals than Mr. 
Smith, of New York. 

“With McAdoo out of the race much 
of his former support will naturally 
gravitate to Smith, for there is much 
to admire in him and little to con- 
demn.” 

Montana probably would send a 
Smith delegation to the convention to- 
day unless Senator Thomas J. Walsh 
became an avowed candidate. The 
senator has not announced himself. If 
he wants the delegation his friends ex- 
pect little trouble in getting it for him. 
But after Walsh it would be a Smith 
delegation. Sentear B. K. Wheeler has 
told his friends he is for Smith unless 
Walsh wants it. 


$56,000,000 Aviation

SENATOR NORRIS IS HERE 


A conference between Senator Borah 
and Chairman Butler, of the Repybli- 
can national committee, at Senator 
Borah’s office caused a stir in politi- 
cal circles yesterday.

Sen- 
ator Borah is known to oppose the idea 
of nominating a man who is strongly 
for the League of Nations and the 
World Court. 

Senator Norris, of Nebraska, Pro- 
gressive Republican leader in the Sen- 
ate, arrived last night. Not only will 
his arrival be follgwed by numerous im- 
portant conferences among the Pro- 
gressives, but it is expected many Pro- 
gressives will try to encourage the boom 
of Senator Norris for the presidency. 
Already there is a distinct plan of cam- 
paign made by Senator Norris’ friends 
in Nebraska to enter him in the pri- 
maries of many States. In addition to 
this there has been and still is more or 
less talk about the nomination of Sen- 
ator Norris by the Democrats.

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HAYS NAMED IN CHARGE. 
OF UNFAIR PRACTICES 


Trade Commission Asked to 
Proceed Also Against 
Film Producers.

BLACKLISTING IS ALLEGED 


(Associated Press.) 

Charges of unfair practices aré made 
against Will H. Hays, president, and 
the Motion Picture Producers and 
Distributors of America, Inc., in a 
petition filed yesterday with the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission by the Federal 
Motion Picture Council in America, 
Inc., of New York, through its general 
secretary, William Sheafe Chase. 


The commission is asked to institute 
proceedings against Hays, the national 
association, affiliated film trade boards 
and arbitration boards in 32 cities, and 
three New York bankers, requiring 
them to cease and desist from any 
violations of the  ederal Trade Com- 
mission act. Specifically, the petition 
asks that the film organizations be 
required ‘to desist from: 

Continued use of standard contracts; 
enforcing these contracts by means of 
a “black list,” or other methods; block

GET A PLAN FIRST. 


The wisdom of the President in ignoring 


| demands for an extra session of Congress to 


enact legislation for flood control immediately 


after the Mississippi disaster is exemplified 
_in the report of the Mississippi River Commis- 


sion, now before the Chief of Engineers. In 


addition to this voluminous document the Chief 
6f Engineers will consider the work of no 
fewer than five special boards, composed of 
officers of the Engineer Corps, who are study- 


ing in detail the various phases of flood con- 


trol and navigation problems. 

Gen, Jadwin, Chief of Engineers, lett 
on Tuesday accompanied by two other officers 
of the corps for the lower sections of Missis- 
sippi,-and upon his return will take up the 
task of preparing a report embodying the con- 
trol plan-to be submitted to Congress when it 
assembles in regular session. 

Without a definite plan it would have been 
impossible for Congress to accomplish more 
than authorize expenditures of millions for 
flood contro! without the slightest idea as to 
how that money was to be spent. It is evident 
that the President adopted the wise course 
when he determined that an extra session last 
summer would have been unwise, 
such a session might have redounded to the 
political advantage of the statesmen who were 
loudest in their demands for the call. 


PANAMA CANAL TRAFFIC. 


Except for the month of June, when there 


was a slight falling off in the tonnage, the traf- 
fic through the Panama Canal during the last 
six -months has shown a steady increase, as ex- 
hibited in the tolls collected. In April, 464 
vessels were locked through, paying $2,065,- 


206 in tolls. In May 471 vessels passed from 


ocean to ocean at a cost to their owners of 
$2,066,070. In June the number dropped to 
455, with tolls amounting to $1,970,377; but in 
July the receipts reached $2,215,516, paid by 
508 vessels. The passages through the canal 
in August numbered 543, producing $2,274,- 
040, but even. this was exceeded in September, 
when tolls amounting to $2,294,432 were paid 
for 540 passages. This record has been beaten 
only once since the canal was opened. That 
was in December, 1923, in which month 
$2,335,729 passed from ship owners to the 
canal treasury, 

The total income for six months ended Sep- 
tember 30 was $12,885,644, which was 
$1,022,163 more than the canal earned during 
the corresponding period of 1926, 

Whether the growth in the business of the 
canal will force its enlargement to meet the 
needs of commerce, or, as an alternative, the 
construction of another ditch through Nicara- 
gua, only the future can tell. The success of 


the Panama enterprise is a monument to the. 


American engineers who completed its con- 
struction, as well as to Gen. Gorgas, whose 
efforts made the Canal Zone the healthiest sec- 
tion of tropical America, and thus enabled the 
workers to build the canal after disease had 
defeated the best lard plans of the French en- 
gineers.

_ WHEN ECONOMY IS UNLAWFUL, 

Just how much Government time is required 
to examine the law and precedents that guide 
the General Accounting Office in preparing a 
reply to an executive officer who asks an in- 
terpretation of some abstruse problem arising 
out, of the daily routine can be ascertained 
only from the Comptroller General himself, 
and there is nothing in the law to compel him 
to divulge the information.

It is as 
easy for Dr. Chapman to name the eon in which 
any given bug lived as it is for the horse trader 
to tell the age of an equine by examination of 
the animal’s teeth. Knowing the age of the 
bug is equivalent to knowledge of the approxi- 
mate distance in a vertical direction between 
the last bug’s resting place and the oil stratum 
below. Therefore, the oil company, after the 
fifth, seventh or tenth bug has been sent to 
Cambridge, can learn how much deeper into 
the bowels of the earth it must drive its drills.

back to its original color. Would a mix- 
ture of ammonia, peroxide and lemon 
juice be effective? M. B. 
Answer: A frequent cry these days! 
It is useless, of course, for me to ob- 
serve that the burn had much better 
mever have been acquired and the 
freckles could have been largely pre- 
vented by skin protection—but I can’t 
help it. Still, let us see what can be 
done “after the fact.” I wouldn’t use 
the mixture of equal parts of peroxide, 
lemon juice and spirits of ammonia as 
a general skin bleach; it is too strong 
for that, although it is excellent as a 
bleach for superfluous hair. Instead, I’d 
get a good bleach cream made by a 
recognized specialist and: use it faith- 
fully according to the directions. After 
cleansing the face in the morning, it is 
well to rub a cut lemon over the skin, 
letting the lemon juice dry on. After 
five minutes it may be washed off ith 
cold water or astringent. Once a day 
(at bedtime, perhaps) the face should 
be given a ten or fifteen minute treat- 
ment. After it is cleansed, the bleach 
cream should be applied rather thickly 
and allowed to remain on as long as 
convenient. Then the surplus is wiped 
off, but a thin film may be left on dur-

ing sleeping hours. A daily face bath 
in buttermilk is also good to help 
lighten and clear the skin. 

After this, of course, there must be 
no more of braving the elements with- 
out proper skin protection. A lotion 
should be used before powdering. 


Dear Viola Paris: I I have tried two or 
three kinds of face creams to remove 
freckles, but get no results. If I put 
the cream on at night my face looks 
red in the morning and the skin peels 
off. SARAH P. 

Answer: Evidently, the cream you 
have used is too strong for your skin. 
You should consult the lists of reputa- 
ble specialists for a milder bleach, Then, 
if need be, take the treatment every 
other night, using only a softening 
cream on alternate nights. See also my

Mable: The answers above apply also 
to you. Either lemon juice or cucum- 
ber juice makes a good bleach, the for- 
mer being somewhat the stronger. You 
might sponge the back of the neck once 
a day with hydrogen peroxide, two- 
thirds strength. A daily face bath in 
buttermilk has pleasant bleaching ef- 
fects. You may use a good bleach 
cream every other night on the face and 
neck, but do not apply anything that 
‘makes your skin burn or itch ex- 
‘sJusively.

SMuggling tapeworms is a _ different 
matter. 

At Ely, Minn., tapeworm is beginning 
to be something of a health problem. 
Searching for the cause, Dr. Magath 
had his attention attracted by the espe- 
cial prevalence of the disease among 
the residents who came from Finland 
or who were of Finnish extraction. 

He found that there seemed to be an- 
other tapeworm center in the North- 
west. It was in Manitoba, around and 
in Winnipeg. Investigation showed 
that Winnipeg was also a great center 
for Finns, from the same section and 
having the same customs as those in 
and around Ely. 


A lot of the people in and around 
Ely who suffered from tapeworm were 
born there and had never liv any- 
where else. This suggested that there 
must be a focus of infection located 
nearb 

The | sewage from Ely is deposited in 
Long Lake. Probably this sewage is 
not always perfectly purified before it 
gets into the lake. A study of the pike 
and pickerel in Long Lake showed them 
to be infested with the same kind of 
tapeworm as was found among people 
in Ely. 

During an investigation made by Ma- 
gath, Ward and Essex, every pike and 
pickerel caught and examined was 
found to carry the larvae of this tape- 
worm, Although tapeworm larvae were 
found by Nickerson in some Great 
Lakes fish as far back as 21 years ago, 
no one had ever found such a rate of 
infestation as was found in these Long 
Lake pike and pickerel. 


The circle of life seems to be as fol- 
lows: Eggs of the tapeworm passed by 
infected people get into the sewage of 
Ely. This discharges into Long Lake. 
About two weeks after the eggs reach 
the lake water they hatch into larvae 
worms. These find their way into a 
small water organism, a plankton, 
called cyclops. Pike and pickerel eat 
cyclops and become infested with the 
tapeworm. The people catch and eat 
the fish. Most of the people escape 


because they cook their fish. The cus- 


tom of the Finns is to eat fish raw. 
The eater of raw pike and pickerel 
taken in Long Lake is very likely to 
become infested with this tapeworm. 
Thus is the circle completed.

Bronx, allowing the Pirates two hits and 
a run. The Yankees won the contest 
by the precarious margin of 8 to 1. 


Mr. Pennock is a spare little party 
and you just know he drinks milk, eats 
yeast and goes around with a watch in 
one hand, clocking his own pulse. A 
man who travels with the Yankees %u 
their business tours around their ter- 
ritory tells me that Herby can’t sleep 
on trains and very seldom goes inio 
the pitcher’s box, so-called: because it is 
a circular, turtle-backed rise of bald 
ground in the middle of the baseball 
diamond, after a night on the shelf. 
This doubtless explains why Pennock 
staggered onto the field in a state nigh 
onto collapse this afternoon and pitched 
sc feebly that the Pirates, who hit 
about .:305 as a team, needed only 7 1-3 
innings to place a man on first base. 

The slaughter of Pennock continued 
in the first half of the ninth inning 
when Lloyd Waner, the younger of the 
precocious prodigies from Harrah, 
Ckla., completed the annihilation with 
another hit, a single. 
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Such brutality is degrading and 
Will Stillman,’ chief usher for the 
Tex Rickard Greater Shows, was so 
disturbed by the spectacle of a 
short-weight pitcher being abused 
by a procession of burly, beefy 
burghers, that he denounced the 
affair as a travesty on clean sport.

EW ‘YORK, Oct. 7.—The third ball 
N game of the world’s series was all 
Pennock. He would have been a 
marvel even against a fighting ball club 
in a crucial game of any series, but to- 
day the Pirates appeared dead on 
their feet and the pitching job was 
easier. 

I don’t know if it is a record or not 
but I don’t remember any pitcher go- 
ing for seven innings without letting 
a runner reach first base. It seemed 
almost a pity that Pennock didn’t get 
a no-hitter, even if all us National 
Leaguers were pulling for the Pirates 
to get started in hitting. 

This game, which was a Yankee vic- 
tory all the way, was full of brilliant 
plays. For the first time situations 
arose that if shifted another way 
would have affected the game. 1 don’t 
think, though, that anything could 
have_affected that wonderful pitching 
of Pennock. 


Pennock not only had all his 
stuff, but he worked with admir- 
able intelligence against the batters 
individuaily and collectively. 


The turning point ‘from a baseball 
man’s point of view came in the first 
inning when, after Combs had hit safe- 
ly, Koenig sent a ball bounding 
straight toward Rhyne. It looked like 
a sure double play, but Rhyne played 
the ball badly and both runners were 
safe. I don’t understand yet how the 
official scorers decided that a hit. 

The turn of the game set everything 
just right for Geéhrig’s long wallop that 
scored two runs and came pretty near 
making a home run for him. That hit 
was the first real thrill of the series, 
the first thing that looked like the kind 
of hit the crowd had besen expecting. 
It was certainly a long drive. 

Of course, Ruth’s home-run drive 
into the bleachers satisfied the fans and 
gave them what they had been waiting 
for, but the game was pretty well won 
by that time. Ruth hit that bali 
squarely on the nose and it was a line 
smash. This time the Ruth and Gehrig 
combination showed their real punch. 


Meadows pitched very good ball 
for part of the game, but he madea 
mistake at the start in pitching a 
fast ball to the early batters. It 
was a fast ball that Gehrig wal- 
loped into left. Meadows showed 
himself a smart pitcher, though, by 
shifting to the curve as the game 
went along. 


It was the slowness of Meadows in 
making a play to second that brought 
another important turn in the game. 
It really paved the way for the big 
rally in the seventh, which finished up 
with Ruth’s home run, 

In that inning Lazzeri had reached 
first when Joe Dugan hit to the pitcher. 
Meadows was a little slow in getting 
the ball to second. As a result both 
runners were safe. That changed the 
whole situation. Even after Durst had 
gone the trouble started. Combs sin- 
gled, and Koenig’s double paved the 
way for the - Ruth home run that sewed 
up the game. 


The score might have been dif- 
ferent if these plays had turned the 
other way, but nothing could be 
done with the Pirates’ hitting.

They have got to get out 
there and hustle or this series is 
going to be over in a hurry.

Babe Ruth’s homer was his ninth 

‘in world series competition, and 
breaks his own record for most circuit 
clouts in the baseball classic. The 
bambino registered one in 1921, three 
in 1923 and four last year. His com- 
panion in swat, Lou Gehrig, hasn’t 
connected for the circuit yet, but all 
four of his hits so far have been for 
extra bases. Gehrig has two. doubles 
and two triples. 


The Yankee two-run rally in the first 
inning of the third game was helped 
along by a still shaky Pirate defense, 
although no errors were chalked up 
against the Bucs. Koenig’s hit was 
badly handled by Hal Rhine, making 
his debut at second base, while Gehrig’s 
triple bobbed around between Barn- 
hart and Lloyd Waner in deep left 
center before th latter made the throw- 
in. Only a final relay by Wright kept 
Gehrig from scoring. 


There was a mild demonstration 
by the Yankees in the fourth 
against a. called ball on Lloyd 
Waner, who appeared to have tried 
to bunt.

Annual Report of Electrical 
Engineer Cites Criticism 
ef Conditions. 


DECREASE IN ALARMS 
RECORDED FOR YEAR 


Electric Street Lamps Finally 
Exceed Gas Lights, Com- 
missioners Are Told. 


The need of more fire-alarm ee 
in the suburbs of Washington was 
stressed yesterday by Warren B. Had- 
ley, electrical engineer of the District, 
in his annual report to the Board of 
Commissioners, 

The latest report of the National 
Fire Prevention Association after a sur- 
vey here, saYs Hadley, prasses the fire- 
alarm system in the downtown section, 
but severely criticizes the shortage in 
the outlying sections. 

Some people seem to think, Hadley 
says, that a large number of telephones 
in a community makes fire-alarm boxes 
unnecessary, but this is a fallacy. He 
continues: 

“Experience here and elsewhere does 
not sustain that position; notwith- 
atanding special skill in translating 
messages from persons naturally ex- 
cited, it frequently happens that a 
telephone call is not competent.” 
‘The number of alarms in the last 
year, Hadley reported, was 3,494, as 
against 3,983 for the year before. The 
number of false alarms, however, in- 
creased, there being 379, as against 297 
for the previous year. 


Electric Lamps Increased. 


Washington finally has more electric 
street lamps than gas lamps, Hadley’s 
report reveals. The total number of 
street lights, he reports, is 24,973, of 
which 13,837 are electric and 11,136 gas. 

The increase in aggregate candle 
power of the street lighting system, 
Hadley says, is from approximately 
2,844,000 to approximately 4,368,000— 
about 53 per cent, compared with an 
increase of about 30 per cent in the 
previous year. The increase in annual 
charges is less than 25 per cent. 


Infantry Exhibition 
At Fort Washington 


Under the direction of Maj. O. H. 
Saunders, Fort Humphreys, students 
comprising the Third Battalion, Twelfth 
Infantry, yesterday gave an exhibition 
of infantry tactics in attack and de- 
fense on the parade grounds at Fort 
Washington. 

The maneuvers were witnessed by 
Army and diplomatic officials, who at 
noon were dinner guests at the fort. 
They included Brig. Gen? Thomas Q. 
Donaldson, commanding general of the 
district of Washington; Maj. Gen. An- 
ton Stephan, Col. Pope Hennessy, of the 
British Embassy; Capts. Kusencki and 
Obato, of the Japanese Embassy, and 
Capt. Prieto and Lieut, Alphonso, of 
the Cuban Embassy. 


Miss Elwood Suicide, 
Coroner’s Jury Finds 


An inquest into the death of Miss 
Florence Elwood, 36, of 26 Seaton street 
northwest, who died at Sibley Hospital 
Thursday from the effects of poison 
taken Tuesday, resulted in a verdict of 
suicide yesterday. 

Miss Elwood took the poison at 10 
e’clock in the morning, she told hos- 
pital authorities, mistaking it for medi- 
cine. It was not until later in the day 
that a doctor was summoned, who 
rushe@ her to the hospital. Despite the 
fact that her family seemed inclined 
to agree with her story of the affair, 
the death certificate reads “taken with 
suicidal intent.” 


Locked Cash Register 
Foils Daring Robber 


Walter W. Blake, proprietor of a 
garage at 1236 Ninth street northwest, 
reported to the police yesterday that a 
daring attempt to rob his cash regis- 
ter was made by an unidentified col- 
ored man Thursday afternoon. The 
would-be thief walked into the office 
of the garage while Blake and his as- 
sistants were at the rear of the place 
and pressed several keys on the in- 
strument in an effort to get at the 
cash. The drawer, however, was locked 
and the intruder took his departure. 
Blake watched him leave and 0ob- 
tained a good description of him. 


Drink Means Penalty 
Of 4 Years in Prison 


One drink of liquor each, if con- 
sumed within the next four years, will 
mean a term of prison of that length 
for Robert B. Moore, aged 19, and Ber- 
nard A. Glorious, aged 24, if they are 
caught. 

THey were placed on probation yes- 
terday by Justice Siddons in. Crim- 
inal Court on a joyriding charge. Each 
was warned that if he took a drink 
within the four-year period he would 
have to serve a sentence of four years 
in prison, They took a truck from First 
and Q streets northwest and rode 
around for an hour before being caught.

Davis and Hall Also Fined 
$250 Each on Charges of 


Perjury. 

Charles D. Davis and Jesse J. Hall, 
confessed perjurers, who essayed the

decision forwarded to the District Com- 

missiomers yesterday by the United 
States Bureau of Efficiency. 

The concession can be attacked, the 
bureau’s report says, only by showing 
that “it has not made or is not oper- 
ating primarily for the convenience, 
comfort and safety of passengers.” 

Recently the bureau sent to the 
Commissioners a report attacking con- 
cessions granted to taxicab concerns 
by. loeal hotels. The report contended 
that there was no authority in law for 
such concessions. 

In regard to the Union Station case, 
the bureau reported that its investi- 
gators had learned that the Washing- 
ton Terminal Co. had received $39,- 
386.87 from the taxicab company for 
the concession. This represented a 10 
per cent commission on _ business 
amounting to $400,000. 

The ‘concession is legal, the report 
says, even though part of Union Sta- 
tion is on United States Government 
property. The report declares that the 
bureau’s investigators made an _  ex- 
haustive investigation of the case fol- 
lowing discussions of the concession on 
the floor of the House'of Represent- 
atives. In view of the decision in the 
United States Supreme Court in a simi- 
lar case involving the railroad ter- 
minal in Chicago, the report said, it 
could only be concluded that the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission would 
uphold the Washington Terminal Co.
